SICOG HOUSING TRUST FUND:  Moved by Wedemeyer and seconded by Twombly for the Chair to sign the SICOG Housing Trust Fund Form for 
January through June, 2023 for $2,185.09.  Approved. 
 
ICAP RENEWAL ACKNOWLEDGEMENT: Moved by Twombly and seconded by Baier for the Chair to sign the ICAP Insurance Renewal 
Acknowledgement stating that renewal documents have been reviewed and that the County waives any increases to limits coverage. Approved.

TREASURER – SEMI-ANNUAL REPORT: Treasurer Brenda Wallace went over the semi-annual report with the Board.  Wallace stated that everything 
balances well.  Ending fund balances have decreased by two million due to the bond and went over comparisons of last years numbers.  Moved by 
Twombly and seconded by Hoadley to approve and publish the Semi-Annual Report.

ENGINEER: 28E Agreement – Engineer Kauffman stated that in 2004 when White Pole Road was transferred from the State to the Counties, him 
and the Guthrie County Engineer had a verbal agreement that Adair County would be responsible for the snow removal and Guthrie County would do 
the summer maintenance on the road.  With projects coming up with Guthrie County on White Pole Road and other roads, they would like to get a 
written 28E agreement in place. Moved by Twombly and seconded by Hoadley to approve and sign the 28E agreement with Guthrie County outlining 
the maintenance of White Pole Road.  Approved. Sign Final Voucher – Moved by Twombly and seconded by Hoadley to sign the final voucher for L-
LRCNB25GR—73-01 N25 Grand River Culvert Project for $12,732.35.  Approved. Contract & Performance Bond – Moved by Twombly and 
seconded by Baier to approve the Contract and Performance Bond for LFM-LRCBEW15E-7X-01 W15 Eureka Culvert Extension project.  Approved. 
Contract & Performance Bond – Moved by Hoadley and seconded by Baier to approve the Contract and Performance Bond for L-LRCBN29P—73-
01 N29 Prussia Culvert project.  Approved. Credit Card Users – Moved by Hoadley and seconded by Baier for the Engineer to remove Ray Palmer 
as a County Credit Card user due to retirement and to add Adam Comstock, Road Superintendent, and Nathan Jensen, Weed Commissioner, as 
authorized credit card users.  Approved. Maintenance & Activities Report – Kauffman gave an update to the Board on the following projects: tree is 
down on a powerline in Bridgewater this morning and more trees down in Orient due to the storm, low water crossings should be finished up next 
week, working on scheduling a makeup first aid class for those who missed the Safety Trainings,  Govig is working on N33 Orient bridge and will start 
Monday at the Jefferson Bridge, markings scheduled this week which will give the County time to work on the shoulders, Cohron working on the W32 
bridge, have two lettings on Monday for TIF projects, and a DOT letting on Tuesday for the N72 box culvert extension.  Kauffman and the Board 
discussed some road areas of concern by some farmers that were brought to Supervisor Hoadley’s attention and discussed options for resolutions.
